111 a recent i^sue ol tliis ami other 
papers. m> npp.nuMit. IuiIk'i' Grille, 
published a signed statement in 
which he tries to get away frotn the 
effect oi an opinion given out by a 
number of prominent lawyers in the 
district that under the law he ia not 
a resident of the district, by stating 
that I inspired the lawyera to make 
the charge. The truth Is a number 
of lawyers and laymen in the ili>- 
trirt have been discussing his ineligi- 
bility for many weeks, ami this i^ 
notably true of citi/eiis ol Warren 
coiiiitv. ill which he claims to reside. 
Judge Settle's signed statement was 
in answer to an article which recently 
appeared as a ncwa item in the Hart- 
ford Herald, giving an interview 
with several prominent attorneya who 
took the position that Judge Settle 
was not a resident in the district and 
was not eligible to re-election as 
judge of the court of ap|ieals In an 
elTiut to show that he resides in the 
ilistrict. .judge Settle, in his state- 
ment, says that he has voted in War- 
ren county, and by reason of this he 
claims that he is a resident of that 
county. He may have voted there, 
but if he haa, that docs not establish 
hia legal residence. It is known by 
everyone that many vote where they 
have no legal right to do so. .\ per- 
son's residence is not established hy 
his vote, but on the coiitrarv. he ob- 
tains a right to vote after he h.is had 
a li\e(l resideme for a certain length 
of lime. The facts are that Judge 
."settle ami family sold their home in 
Warren county some fifteen years 
ago and mdVed out of this appellate 
dlatrict to Frankfort and there they 
bought a home and have resided there 
every moment since. The consti- 
tution and laws of the state require 
the judge to reside in the district. 
I hut give him the right to remo\e 
with his family temporarily to I'raiik- 
fort, prfivided he files and causes to 
be recorded in the county clerk's 
office of both counties a written state- 
ment showing that his removal to 
Frankfort waa only temporary and 
that he retained hia residence in the 
county he moved from. Judge Settle 
in his statement admits that this has 
been the law for more than forty 
years, ami he alsit .iihiiit^ liiat he hii^ 
never complied with the law lie at- 
tem|>ts to justify his action by saying 
that this law "has been largely dis- 
regarded by ofKcials of the state," be- 
cause he says "this statute is merely 
directory and not mandatory." In 
my judgement this law is maiidalorv 
for it provides that be SHALL tile 
and have recorded a written state- 
ment abowing that hia removal waa 



only temporary, and this being .so. 
Judge Siitle is not eligible to re-elec- 
tKiii, ami in this opinion I am sup- 
ported by a great number of the best 
lawyers in this district. This law 
may have been "largely disregarded," 
as he says, and it certainly haa beaa 
by hbn. but that is no answer. The 
law againsit bootlegging and many 
other crimes has unfortunately "been 
largely disreganled ;"tlie law rei|uir- 
iiig deeds lo hr reiMrdcd in the clerk's 
iiltne so ;is i,> pti'tct the owners' 
title: the law reipuring the filing of a 
certificate with the clerk within a ' 
certain time to enable one to get 
bin name on the ballot and naay 
other htws have been and are over- 
hwked or diaregarded, and many 
peraona have been pnniahed or: sus- 
tsined a loss by not observing them. 
Although a law may he disrew.U'led 
by some, it is nevertheless a law, 
ami is as snlcimil\- binding on a judge 
as the humblest citizen l".\eii though 
this law whicli provides how he must 
retain bis residence in the district 
was only directory, as he contends, 
still he admits that he refused to obey 
it. Why should a Judge, eapecially 
of the highest court, refuac to observe 
any statute even though it may be 
only directory? By recent decisions 
of the court of which he is a member 
many persons have been denied a 
place on the ballot or h:i\e lost their 
otVicc by ni>t compl \ in i; »\"!th liws 
much less iuiiidai'ii\ in terms than 
this one I am ast.Miislied at the po- 
sition taken by him. Judge fettle 
has been on the bench tor aboat 
twcnty-aix years, and haa been paid 
in monthly salary about $110,(M)0, ao 
I suppose he begins to feel that sooM 
of the laws as to him are "mere 
scraps ol paper," and are only ment 
for the other fellow. He calls on his 
friends not to be disturbed, but 1 am 
sure the people and tlie Democrats 
of this district will not be thus paci- 
fied, and nominate Judge Settle, who 
will almost certainly lose in a contest 
with a Republican after the Novem* 
her election, even though he should 
receive the majority of votes at said 
election. One of the Republican 
c.indidiiii s for this otflce has already 
staled that Judge Settle was not eli- 
gible to the office. 

1 shall not at this time notice the 
insinuations made by him tor they do 
not affect the issues involved Inde- 
pendent of these questions. 1 feel that 
I will certainly win by a splendid ma« 
jority, aad espedatty ao if av aeiglK 
bors in this aectfoa witt do what I 
have every reasoa to beUava tiMF 
w ill in supporting me. I am respect- 
fully yours, J. W. HENSON.
